Fast, Howard THE AMERICAN Duell, Sloan & Pearce

* I think this is Fast’s best book - and I've liked most of his earlier books inm- 


mensely, so that means a good deal, Once again he has rescued from relative cblivion, a 
figure in American history who deserves to be recognized- and has given him to the world. 
This time he has taken as his subject John Peter Altgeld, one of the most hated, most mis- 
understood, most worshipped men in American politics. The only biography of recent years 
was Barnard's Eagle Forgotten (Bobbs-Merrill) of which we said in 1938 that the interest 
could be only a local one, in Altgeld's state of Illinois, Howard Fast has proved that 
Altgeld was a man of mich greater significance, that in many ways he could legitimately 

be weighed as symbolic of America, despite his German birth. Here is a true Horatio Alger 
chronicle,=the poor boy, son of an ignorant farmer immigrant, who became Governor of Illi- 
nois, leader of the Democratic Party, and that despite a decision which proved the turning 
point of his life, the pardon to the survivors of that travesty of justice, the verdict on 
the Haymarket Riot, At that point, Altgeld knew he risked his standing with the party which 
had elected him - he faced oblivion politically - he chose to cast his lot with justice 
and the people - he placed his chips on what he saw as democracy in practice. And he won, 
Later, he again made a momentous decision, he fought Cleveland on the Pullman issue- and 
he split the Democratic party. As a man he grew in stature, but the candidate he was 
forced to accept, against his judgment, William Jennings Bryan, had not enough to offer 

in positive factors to offset the monied interests that put McKinley into the White House, 
Altgeld fell from power - and died, But as a defender of the people's stake in democracy 
he lived, and his funeral bore witness to their grief. There is mich in his story that 
has a strange timeliness, The Haymarket trials were echoed in the Sacco-Vanzetti case; 
Altgeld dared make enemies, as Lincoln dared, and Wilson, and Franklin Roosevelt, Altgeld 
also won veneration and love and respect. In some of his explosive challenges we had 

e recent echo with Ickes’ dramatic departure, Howard Fast will be accused of selecting 
from contemporary sources those presentations of Altgeld's career that support his thesis. 
But - be that as it may - he has brought the man to life, he has made his story exciting 
reading, he has given us a full-bodied personality, an American, with the faults and 
weaknesses and strengths of the country he icved and served, Don't miss it,

Reported originally in the December 15th bulletin when scheduled for early 
spring publication, as follows: "The escape of a bank clerk from his cage (literally 
as well as figuratively), as Spring proves too moh for Mr, Temple, efficient machine 
in the teller'’s cage, His personal odyssey combines parable and satire in unassuming 
proportions, Mr, Temple gets caught up with “the comrades" - and to his surprise thor- 
oughly enjoys the Party activities and characters, He broods over Hilda and her love 
for Mark; he suffers Rose as a sleeping companion and he is terrorized by his nemesis, 
sinister, omnipresent John, The work at the bank suffers as his personal life intrudes, 
his criticism of the institution and its people underlines his growing hatred of symbols 
he has taken for granted. In the end he steals and is saved by Hilda, who- divorced 
from the Party- and with Mark dead- has found in her baby son a real reason for living. 
Mr. Temple, stripped of job, companionship, beliefs, balances out his books... A story- 
thin spun- of an inoffensive conservative translated into questing radical; better as an 
idea than as an accomplished fact. The writing is frequently superior to the subject 
matter, And the humor- indicated by the publishers- seems to us wholly incidental and 
in no sense a dominant factor or even a noticeable factor in the book,

An exercise in ingenuity, ephemeral in tone, this for all ite fragility has 
a certain individual charm if the situation is accepted without question, An empty 
London house, its owner now in America to escape the war, is taken over by talented 
"squatters" whose cook knows no rationing, whose leader, Harvey, can manage to earn 
money when necessary, as his sister, Nina, manages to elude dangerous threats to their 
safety, With them lived Chloe, an ex-dancer, who knows content in the borrowed house, 
as she comforts amesiac Bryn, who dreams of reentering the Air Force, Wanda, daughter 
of the owner, returns and threatens their safety, but losing her heart to Bryn, stays 
on with them, Bryn's elusiveness rouses Wanda's desire for vengeance, and, as Harvey 
takes his chance to return to Russia, and Nina goes off with the man she has always loved, 
Bryn and Chloe are left to pay for Wanda's revenge, The mixture of fantasy, tragedy 
and farce are not too well blended, but there are moments of high entertainment and 
ingenuous pleasure.

Subtle, stylised, and rather special social comedy which, lacking any parti- 
cular pattern or purpose, tells of a year spent in the rented house of Mrs, Lippincote 
by Julia Davenant and her family. Julia is vague, aimless, unpredictable, cultivating 
her highly individual moods and reactions, charming, Roddy, her husband, is conventional, 
often annoyed by Julia's non-conformity, often excluding her in his R.A.F. duties and 
social obligations, In addition, there is Oliver, their seven year old son, who shares 
his mother's imaginative proclivities, and Eleanor, Roddy’s spinster sister, the thorn 
in Julia's flesh, Few events- as such- occur here; rather is it the reflection, through 
Julia, of occasional social interchanges, of Eleanor's commnist acquaintances, of 
Julia's effect upon Roddy's Wing Commander, and finally of the nervous friction which 
prevails between Julia and Roddy and Eleanor, and which culminates in Eleanor's spiteful 
revelation of Roddy's infidelity. An expose of human frailities and failures, an exercise 
in subtlety, this is not strictly a novel and only for discriminating tastes.

La prose plush for a melodrama of miscegenation as Lawrence Vane, at the 
height of a brilliant concert career, loses her sightand has nothing left in her life 
whatsoever. Having previously passed up marriage for her Steinway, Lawrence now decides 
that only in marriage will there be some meaning in her life, and goes out to the East 
to the island of Tahang to marry Paul Carron, with whom she has corresponded but whom she 
has never seen, Paul is half Indian and very dark, but has not the courage to admit this 
to her, Jealous, possessive and afraid, he keeps her away from almost all other contacts, 
preserves his deception, until an operation gives Lawrence the opportunity to see again. 
Learning the truth, indirectly, of Paul's color, Lawrence does not let it affect her 
love for him and at the close deliberately ruins the successful operation for his sake- 
proving, I suppose, that love is not skin deep.

Four seasons, four periods of time, for the leisurely, long-spanning story 
of Belgium between wars, and one family, the Duchesnes, - Paul, who is by nature a philo- 
sopher, withdrawn, inactive, ~ Melanie, who for all her. serenity and understanding, is 
the source of accomplishment. Here is the pattern of their lives, from 1918 when Paul 
writes a book about the war which fails, and which leads to his abandonment of literature 
for business and the needs of an increased family. The 30's, the prescience of another 
war, the awareness of fascism through a friend in Germany, all combine with Paul’s sense 
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of defeat in himself which he finally resolves in the writing of another book, and his 
identification this time, rather than retreat, with the physical struggle of society. 
The conflict of the inner life as against the immediate, in the terms of one family, 
gently rendered.

More flesh on old bones, as the chronicle of Talleyrand's activities, 
political and eamorous, at the Congress of Vienna (1814-1815) are minutely detailed, in 
slightly history-book recapitulation, With his niece, Dorothea, as hostess for the 
French mission to the Congress, Talleyrand sets about “seducing Europe” to treat with 
defeated France on more promising terms, to advance the French cause by any means pos- 
sible, With his chef, imported ballet dancers, expensive filles de joie, with his 
delicate diplomatic manipulations, Talleyrand aligns the small powers against the greater, 
manoeuvers meticulously through the royalty crowded balls, fetes, conferences. Dorothea, 
adoring age, has long loved Talleyrand, makes slow headway in winning him, fears the 
arrival of her mother, an ex-mistress of Talleyrand, but is at last successful in giving 
him happiness he has never known, Talleyrand'’s success is at hand just as Bonaparte 
returns to Paris, Vienna and the web of intrigues and distrust, people as pawns, the 
decadence of the international society, the cloaked turmoil of the diplomatic peace 
battles, battles, all in intricate mosaic, rewarding for color and feeling of the period 
if you like to read that closely, at such length.

The battle of the strong and the weak, of the individual against organized 
competition backgrounded by the attempt of the Knights of the Golden Circle to alienate 
Oregon from its Union allegiance, Ringrose, sent by the Knights to organize Confederate 
sympathizers, tangles promptly with Adam Musik, owner of a river boat. Musik, recog- 
nizing Ringrose for what he is, misses the chance to finish off the brutal, violent 
Copperhead; finds himself at odds in his courtship of respectable Edith Thorpe as Lily, 
with whom he boards, needles him about his ambitions, his competitors, his partners, 
The coming election heightens the tension and Ringrose, suffering further humiliation 
at Musik’s hands, is pushed into mrder and hoodlumism, blows up Musik's boat. Ringrose'‘s 
reign is avenged and Musik turns to Lily to set out for the timberlands, Portland in 
the 1860's as Civil War brought dissension, the vigor and openness of a young community, 
to heighten a man's conflict with his ambitions and the concepts of the times, Haycox 
is providing solider fare with each book and this continues his interest in the Northwest.

Huie attributes 
our lack of air power up to mid-war to the Navy cabal's fears that long-range land 
planes would introduce on the Navy theatre of operation, Despite the shocking expose 
of ill-preparedness evidenced by the failure when the Army undertook to fly mail, 
disciples of long range air power were quietly retired and recalled only with outbreak 
of war. Huie considers air power decisive- naval power a supporting force- and argues 
for unity of command from the springboard of his discussion of the struggle for power 
between MacArthur and Nimitz, the duplication of manpower, money, missions, material, 
research, etc, with dual commands and outmoded caste system of Navy and the change in 
strategy necessitated by the atomic bomb, Very controversial- often weak in supporting 
his arguments-— but probably will create talk. |

Slaughter 
covers the conquest of shock (plasma); of pain (the new anesthetics); of infection (pen- 
icillin); of war surgery and gas gangrene, peritonitis; surgery of the organs; embolism; 
psycho-and neurosurgery; plastic surgery; burn treatment; cancer, The concluding chap- 
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ters deal with fees, costs, the question of organized, socialized medicine, There have 
been a number of books on war medicine which have covered that part of the material 
contained here which is within the power of comprehension of the layman, This adds little.

The author is the well-known Spanish political-philosophical writer, who 
has published many challenging books, notably his Revolt ofthe Masses. But this 
volume hardly compares with any of his major works, nor does it aspire to. Written 
under the difficult conditions of warfare- and presumably of exile- this volume consists 
of three essays, only the first of which emerges as mich more than a collection of notes, 
The first is a discussion of Rome in Cicero's time, when Rome was changing to an empire- 
end he compares this with the enormous changes occurring in the world today. He has some 
interesting ideas on the nature of concord and particularly of liberty which almost ap- 
proach the old level of stimulus, The final essay is a long philosophical discussion 
of a not very well known German philosopher of the mid-l9th century, Dilthey, whom 
he admires profoundly and by whom he claims to have been deeply influenced, The middle 
essay is hardly more than random notes on history and the philosophy of history, which 
provides a tenuous thread on which the book is held together, Of very specialized value.
